The Title of Biſhop hath been by corrupt cuſtome appropriated 
fo ones 


18, J*His Propoſition is falſes it was no corrwpe coſtome, but 

uncorrupt diſcretion, that apropriated che Title of Biſhop 
100ne, in every ſeverall Dioceſle. It was done by thoſe, who de- 
teſted corruption with a perte& hatred. But this Title was not fo 
appropriated to one, as to this perſon, that- might be layed down at 
the yeares end, as the Title of Major in a Corporation ; but it was 
aproptiated to his Office or Order ; and not given him, till he were 
of a ſeverall Order trom Presbyter ; which Order and Title can 
never be laycd aſide, or taken from him. 

I9. Give melcavethertore to tell you,that the ſtate of the queſt, 
is miſtaken by too many. For it is not, whether the word Biſbop 
and the word Presbyter dee in Scriptures fignific one and the ſams 
Funttion 7 nor yet, whether a Biſhop and « Prethyter he of one and 
the ſame Order in Scripture ? But the queſtion rightly Rated, 13 
this ; #hether there be au Order in Scripture diftinlt from the Or= 
der of Presbyter, and Swperionr to that Order ? 

20. Toquarrell about names and words had not wont to be the 
cuſtomeof the Church of Chriſt ; for plaine it is, that we ſpeak 
not alwaies, as the Scripture ſpeakes. The Scripture calls' 44- 
trimony a Sacrament ;if we beleive $, Higrom and the Latine Fa- 
thers, tron whom we barrow the word Sacrement;and yet wecal 
it not ſo. The Scripture never cals Baprti/ane, or the Lords Supper, 6 
Sacramest, 10d yet wecall them both fo ; gnd cxſfaxee hath appro= 
priated that name to them ; and yet no corywps eaſiome, I hope, 
The reaſon is, beeauſe wedefine a Sarr amen? to be, ar 
and vifible figne, of an inward andſpiritnall grace, given unts ws 
ordained by Chrift himſelft, as a meanes whereby we receive the 

ſame, and apledgs 10 aſſure ne thereef. Naw Baptiſme and the 


Lords Supper make good this definition, which etriweny doth

And theſe 
are called the chiefe or principall Fathers of the Prieffs, 1 Chron.

23. Thus we finde one Biſhop and many Biſhops in A 
Creer, Titus is the Biſhop of Creet,and yetin that City there were 
many Biſhops. For he that is called a Presbyrer, v.5. is called a Bi- 
Jhop,v.7. Thus was it in Afia. But the title of B:/2op, even in thoſe 
times was ippropri:ted to Timothy and Tit, as iSevident inthe 


Poſtferipts to thuſ- Epiltl:s, wherein the former is called Bsſbop 


of the Affans, and Titus Biſhop of the Cretians, Thele are they that 
were truly and properly namcd Biſoops of thoſe Churches, In 
Scriptare we finde thcm termed fo, it cannot be denyed. Bezs 
is my witnefſe, who met with no A4a»x/cripre, without theſe 
Poſt{cripts. And, I hope, Bez4 is no abettor of 'corywptions in 
Scripture. 

24. Timothy and Tits were ordained by S.Panl; and by him, 
for ought any man can ſay, they were called B:/>ops, I am certain, 
they are called ſo by the Spirit of God; or Bezs hath abuſed us. 
And theſe, that are thus called ſo in thoſe places, were for their 
time, the only Bz/2ops of thoſe Churches. Theſe had Juriſdiction 
ſpirituall over all perſons in thoſe ſeverall Churchesznot only over 
Lay-men and Deacons, but over the Presbyter-Biſbops allo, even 
to convent, c:nlure, filence, and iſ them out of the S__

25, What? were they in thoſe times diſtinguiſhed only by 
right and power, and not by titles ? No ſuch matter. Thoſe whom 
we now call B:iBops, were at the firſt named Apsfies, But 
thoſe, whem we now call Presbyters, or Prieſts, were then indif- 
ferently tiled Biſops or Presbyters. If I prove not this, I deſerve 
blame : but if I ſhall make this Aſertion good, I ſhall doe the 
truth and you ſervice ; and I hope, yee will doe the truth, and your 
ſelves that honour, as tolay the cenſure, where the fault is, even 
upon thoſe, that have miſl=d you. 

26. My firſt witn-fle ſhall be Theodoret ; who certifies us, that 
* while S.Paxls Epiltles were writing, the ſame Perſons were cal- 
ledboth Presbyters and Biſhops ; 6#t thoſe, who are now named 
B1i$SHOPS, were then caled APOSTLES, But in proceſſe of 
time, the Tutleof ApOSTLE was left to thoſe, who were 499; 
"Amie, APOSTLES properly and truly ſocalled. And the name 
of B1SHOP was appropriated to thoſe, mho heretofore were called 
APOSTLES. With Theederet accords S. Hierome, who teſtifies, 
that* The Apoſtes ordained Apoſtles. Calvin ſaith as much upon 


' 1.Cor.4.9. Sohere are more Apoſtles then twelve,or thirteene. 


27. Would you know, who are the Apoſtles, that theſe ſpeake 
of ? The Scriptures tell us of *S. James, of * Epaphroditus, and 
' Apolio ; who in their ſeverall places are expreſly called Apoſtles, 
Witneſſe the Greeke Text, the Originall Language of thoſe Epi- 
ſtles. And S, Hierome juſtifies, that *this S.7ames was Biſhop of 
Hieruſalem ; but none of the Twelve, as too many ignorantly con- 
ceive ; but © Decimms tertizs Apoſtolorum, the thirteenth Apoſtle. 
None of theſe, that were. iminediately ordained by Chri/ him- 
ſelfe ; he was * ab ipfis Apoſtols ordinatus, erdainedby the Apoſtles

we hivebeen able to know an Apoſtle properly ſo called from an 
Apoſtle improperly ſo called What aſtrange confuſion would 
have ov=zrſpread the face of rhe Church, if Zpapbroditue, Timothy, 
and Tir, hadſtill been called Apoſtles ; © as T heodorer juſtifies, \ ;, 
they were in the Primitive times. If all of that Oider had 
reteir ed the ſame Title, how ſhould we have been able todiſtin» 
guiſh Saint Peter from Peter the Apoſtle of Alexandria ; S. Panl 
from Paul the Apoſtle of Antiech ; and S. Johs from lohn of Hie- 
r#/alem ?
